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Change your local directory to the where you have stored
Example: c:\> cd\cognos\pwrply41  (enter).

Type: ftp 160.147.213.30 (enter) (ZJzis  is the DCMC File

When prompted, type your login: xxmmxxx (enter).

When prompted, type your password: mmxxxxx (enter).

Change remote directory to metrics by typing: cd/metrics. Note: PQDR0696.EXE  is in
the Metrics/PQDR subdirecto~.

To see the listing of the files contained in the directory, type: 1s (enter). Note: You may skip
this step l~you  are certain of the filename.)

To retrieve a file, type: get (filename) (enter).
Example: get DCMCJUN.EXE  (enter). (lVote: The  DCMC .=file explodes into
19 separate process oriented extracts, one for each corresponding
AutomatedMetrics System Transition Application.)

When the transfer is complete, type: quit (enter).

After the transfer of the file to your C: drive, the file must be extracted.
